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Ford Says Congress Is Wasting

inflation 
and 
energy 
shortages. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen told reporters the 


President feels that by voting a 
90-day delay on his oil import 
fee increases, 
Congress has 
voted to “do nothing” about the 
energy problem.

The House voted Wednesday 
to block the increase, but the 
Senate has yet to act. The 
margin in the House was well

Ways And Means Committee 
Rill Assures Taxpayer Refund

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
$20.1 billion tax reduction bill, 
including rebates of up to $200 
for all taxpayers this spring or 
summer, has made the first 
step 
on 
a 
trip 
through 
Congress. 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee, which must origi­ 
nate all changes in federal tax 
law, voted 28-5 Thursday night 
for a combination of $8 billion 
in 1974 tax rebates, $8 3 billion 
in 1975 personal tax reductions, 
and $3.8 billion in increased 
investment incentives and cuts 
for business. 
This was $4 billion more than 
President Ford 
requested in 
recession-fighting tax cuts. 
Big 
business 
struck 
out, 
however, 
as 
the 
committee 
narrowly defeated a $1 billion 
bailout of financially troubled 
companies such as Chrysler 
and Lockheed, and voted to 
limit 
the 
giant 
American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. to 
$100 
million 
in 
additional 
investment 
incentives, 
$395 
million less than AT&T would 
have received. 
The bill, completed by the 
committee in less than four 
days, was a personal victory 
for Rep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., 
who replaced Rep. Wilbur Mills 
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as Congress’ chief tax writer 
this year and who promised to 
have the bill finished by the 
end of the week. 
If the bill should be passed by 
the House and later the Senate, 
everyone who paid taxes in 1974 
rich or poor —would receive 
a check from the government 
this spring or summer. 
Low and moderate income 
Americans also would find the 
government taking less out of 
their paychecks every payday 
in the last half of the year, the 
result 
of 
lower 
withholding 
rates brought 
about 
by the 
com m ittee’s 
increase in 
the 
standard deduction. 
President Ford’s 
requested 
program 
would 
have 
been 
limited to $4 billion in business 
investment incentives and $12 
billion in individual 1974 rebates 
of 12 per cent up to $1,000. 
The rebate section of the 
committee bill would grant a IO 
per cent rebate up to a $200 
maximum 
with 
the 
largest 
rebates going to middle income 
families with roughly $16,000 to 
$20,000 
of 
adjusted 
gross 
income. 
Above 
$20,000, 
the 
rebate 
would 
gradually 
be 
reduced 
until 
those 
making 
more than $30,000 would receive 
no more than $90 to $100. The 
exact figure is being calculated 
by the committee staff. 
For an average family of four 
with $10,000 or less adjusted 
gross income, the rebate would 
amount to either $100 or the tax 
paid. The rebate would be $126 
at $12,500 of income, $170 at 
15,000 and $200 at $20,000. 
Following the congressional 
Lincoln’s Birthday recess, the 
committee still must consider 
final staff calculations as to 
exactly how high the rebate 
will 
be 
for 
upper 
income 
persons in order 
to remain 
within 
an 
$8 
billion 
rebate 
ceiling. 


Normal procedural require­ 
ments then probably will delay 
House action until the last week 


in February or the first week in 
March. 
Here are the basic ingredi­ 
ents of the Ways and Means 
Committee answer to Ford’s 
program : 
—A IO per cent rebate of 1974 
taxes up to $200 for everyone. 
Those who paid less than $100 
in taxes would receive the full 
amount 
back. 
For 
upper 
income persons, the maximum 
$200 refund would gradually be 
phased down so that no one 
making more than $30,000 got 
more than $90 to $100. 
—The 
standard 
deduction, 
mostly 
used 
by 
low 
and 
moderate income persons who 
do 
not 
itemize 
deductions, 
would be increased from 15 per 
cent to 16 per cent of income. 
The minimum deduction, called 
the 
low 
income 
allowance, 
would be raised from $1,300 to 
$1,900 for single persons and 
$2,500 for joint returns. The 
maximum deduction would be 
increased from $2,000 to $2,500 
for singles and $3,000 for joint 
returns. This amounts to $5 
billion in cuts which would be 
reflected in lower withholding 
rates in the second half of the 
year. 
—The working poor who earn 
up to $4,000 would get 5 per 
cent 
of 
that 
income 
as 
a 
payment from the government 
even if they paid no taxes 
because of other deductions and 
credits. The payments would 
gradually be reduced until no 
one making more ihan $6,000 
would receive them. This $3.3 
billion tax break is a form of 


negative income tax and almost 
a carbon copy of the “work 
bonus” plan long advocated by 
Sen. Russell Long, D-La. 
- The investment tax credit, 
now 4 per cent for utilities and 
7 per cent for other corpora­ 
tions, would be increased to IO 
per cent for everyone. Hard­ 
pressed 
utilities would 
be 
exempted for two years from 
present law which says that the 
credit 
for 
new 
plant 
and 
equipment can wipe out only up 
to 50 per cent of tax liability 
Utilities then would gradually 
be brought back down to the 50 
per cent limit by 1981. 
—Small businesses would get 
a break. Under present law, the 
first 
$25,000 
of 
corporate 
income is taxed at a rate of 22 
per cent and everything in 
excess is taxed at 48 per cent. 
The 22 per cent rate would be 
extended to the first $50,000 
under the committee bill.

The changes in the Cabinet

The outlines of his strategy 
came into focus Friday when 
Nessen expressed Ford’s view 
that “the country’s goals are 
not being met and Congress has 
voted to do nothing.” 
“Congress has spent *all this 
time trying to stop action and 
have not even started hearings 
on his program,” Nessen said. 
“Congress is going home — 
they’ve been here a month and 
they have voted for a delay,” 
he said. 
Ford was expected to spend a 
rare weekend at Camp David, 
Md., before flying to Houston, 
Tex., Monday where he will 
meet with a group of South­ 
western governors and oilmen 
to promote his anti-recession 
package. 
He will spend Monday night 
in Houston and then fly to 
Topeka, 
Ran., 
to 
lobby for 
support of Midwestern gover­ 
nors. 


14 Agencies To Provide 


Jobs In Manpower Program 


Jane 
Billman, 
adm inistrator of the 
Manpower 
Development program for Rush County, advises that 14 
agencies have indicated willingness to participate in the 
program. “ We may have others come in,” she said. 
The program will provide temporary jobs in not-for- 
profit agencies. Over IOO j>eople have been interviewed, 
Mrs. Billman said. 
Mrs. Billm an’s staff m akes the initial interview, then 
the applicant is referred to an agency which has indicated 
a willingness to participate. The applicant is then in­ 
terviewed by the agency head, and actual hiring is done at 
that point, she pointed out 
Included in the list of agencies are the public library, 
Rushville Consolidated Schools, the fire department, 
police departm ent, City Utilities, the street department, 
county welfare department, county extension office soil 
conservation office, the Boys Club, Rush Memorial 
Hospital, county recorder, Cham ber of Commerce office, 
and city clerk-treasurer. 
Pay scale for the jobs is determined by the agency, 
using the base pay for sim ilar work done in the agency, 
Mrs. Billman stated. 
“We do not set pay rates for these jobs,” she said. 
“They are determined by the agency itself, which is 
responsible for hiring decision.” 
Mrs. Billman said the latest unemployment figures 
for Rush County is 8.3 per cent of the available work 
force.and this figure was supplied Thursday by the 
Employment Security Division at Connersville. 
Part of those interviewed for the available jobs here 
will hopefully go to work Monday, Mrs. Billman said. 
Wages will be paid by the *ederal government, and will 
not add an additional burden to local taxpayer. 
It has been indicated that $104,000 has been allocated 
to Rush County for funding the program through June 30. 
Additional funds have also been committed through June 
30, 1976. 
Any Rush County resident who has been unemployed 
for over thirty days can apply for jobs m ade available 
through the federal Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act of 1973. 
Mrs. Billm an noted that the entire program is funded 
through the Comprehensive Employment and Training 
Act. 
Persons interested in employment should come to the 
chamber office, which opens at 9 a m. daily. It is on the 
3rd floor of the Courthouse.

“We need to make a public statement. We need to set 
the public policy,’’ said Rep.

DuComb, who said he has even told people 
at Notre Dame football games to put out their cigars, 
failed to get a similar, stiffer measure he sponsored 
enacted in a previous session. 
He said he believed he would do better this time. 
The bill bans smoking in a common carrier that’s 
government owned, except for aut o rn o b i I e s and in 
a 
governmentally 
owned 
or 
controlled 
building, 
excluding an office building or living quarters. 
Smoking in elevators in any building would be banned.

The bill also would forbid throwing harmful things into 
a transportation vehicle, such as a bus. The jail penalty 
would be up to one year.

contact the doctor for any 
questions or consultations. 
Mrs. Hunnings intimated 
that the shortage of physicians 
throughout the country has been 
the impetus for the family nurse 
practitioner program. She noted 
that this program allows a 
community to have medical 
care,.with a doctor available to 
handle major ailments, and a 
specially-trained nurse to un­ 
dertake routine cases. These 
nurses are referred to as nurse- 
extenders. 
Dr. Webb will maintain his 
practice at New Castle while

Mrs. Hunnings graduated in 
1968 from the Jewish Hospital 
School of Nursing in Cincinnati, 
and began working in the 
coronary care unit at Ball 
Memorial Hospital at Muncie 
immediately after graduation. 
She was employed there for 
three years. For two years she 
was employed in the coronary 
and intensive care units at Reid 
Memorial 
Hospital at Rich­ 
mond, where she was evening 
charge nurse for both intensive 
and coronary care. 
The registered nurse then 
worked at a Richmond clinic 
with four internists, where she 
acted as supervisor of nurses, 
X-ray, and the laboratory. 
In June, 1974 she accepted 
an opportunity to attend the 
Family Nurse Practitioner 
Program at Indiana Univer­ 
sity’s Indianapolis campus. She 
has been employed by Dr. Webb 
since that time.

The Indiana Senate Wednesday 
passed and sent to the House 
measures that would restore 
statewide enforcement against 
pornography and would amend 
the Constitution to allow for 
d iscipline 
and 
rem oval 
of 
circu it 
court 
judges 
and 
prosecutors. 
The debate on 
these 
and 
several other measures ran the 
Senate into the evening, partial­ 
ly because of a caucus on a 
proposed code of ethics. 


Both 
the 
House 
and 
the 
Senate were required under a 
1974 
law 
to 
create 
ethics 
committees that, under terms 
of the law, must “recommend a 
code 
of 
ethics 
for 
their 
respective houses by not later 
than 30 days after the first 
session day of each legislative 
session.” Wednesday was the 
30th calen d ar day since the 
Jan. 6 start of the legislature 
this 
year, 
so 
both 
Sen. 
L a w r e n c e Borst, R-In- 
dianapolis, for the Senate, and 
Rep. 
Craig 
Campbell, 
D- 
Anderson, 
for 
the 
House, 
drafted such proposed codes for 
presentation to their respective 
houses. 
Both 
are

^rief statem ents of philosophy

and ate not as detailed as the 
code adopted earlier for the 
executive branch, also included 
in the sam e 1974 law. 


The Sen ate also saw new 
stirrings of life in the campaign 
financing 
bill 
after

principal authors had declared 
Jan. 28 that they would kill the 
bill rather than call it down 
with 
am endm ents 
added 
against 
their 
philosophy.

that tim e amendments were 
added to create a state agency 
that would receive tax checkoff 


funds and distribute them to 
the candidates who would limit 
their campaigning expenditures 
to a 30-day period before the, 
election. The amendment also 
would limit the candidate from 
spending any money for num er­ 
ous campaign items such as 
m atches, nail files, rain hats, 
yardsticks and the like.

Bosm a said he and Stanley 
hope to be able to remove the 
lengthy amendment put into the 
bill by Sen. Patrick D. Carroll, 
D-Bloomington, now that the 
bill is back on second reading. 
The an ti-obscenity bill, au­ 
thored by Sens. Leslie Duvall, 
R-Indianapolis, and Gene Snow 
den, R-Huntington, is designed 
to be a replacement for one 
knocked out by U. S. Supreme 
and 
Indiana 
Supreme 
Court 
opinions 
as 
unconstitutional 
because of vagueness. 
Duvall said the new bill “ is 
explicit enough to comply with 
the court standards...we drew it 
up using verbatim language 
from the U.S. Supreme Court.” 
He said he felt “violent crim e 
is on the upswing” and cited 
statistics showing rape is the 
most rapidly increasing crim e. 
Duvall said he could not prove 
that the availability of obscene 
m aterials was a factor but felt 
it could be and that a new state 
law is needed. 
The bill passed the Senate 49- 
0. It has sections that cover 
books, magazines, newspapers 
and other m aterials and also, 
performances and imposes a 
stricter standard where minors 
are involved than for adults.

Also passed by the Senate by 
a 47-1 vote was a Senate joint 
resolution that would amend

circuit judges and prosecutors. 
The lone negative vote was cast 
by Sen.

This is the first session effort 
for the proposed amendment

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THE REVOLUTION 
As he was walking off the House floor recently, 
Georgia Democrat Phil Landrum shouted to no one in 
particular, “Look out, or the revolution will get you.” 


Democrats Wright Patmen, W. R. Poage, and Ed­ 
ward Hebert didn’t look out and, sure enough,the 
revolution got them. As chairmen of the House Banking 
Committee, the House Agriculture committee and the 
House Armed Services Committee respectively, the men 
were the victims of an awesome assault on the 
congressional seniority system. 


That system which provided for committee positions 
being determined by seniority was effectively overthrown 
by the 75 freshmen congressmen. They did not originate 
the assault but they were the catalyst that was necessary 
in forming a majority of young Democrats in the 
Democratic Caucus. 


The seniority system needed some renovation. Aged 
committee chairmen did have a 
tendency to be 
unresponsive to the wishes of committee members and 
uncompromising in their rule. 


But renovation gave way to revolution when Patman, 
Poage and Hebert lost their chairmanships more for their 
conservatism than for their abusive rule. 


At least one House Democratic was so disillusioned by 
the philosophically vindictive nature of the Democratic 
Caucus that he switched his political allegiance and 
became a Republican. 


Oklahoma Congressman John Jarm an said he 
became a Republican because he witnessed House 
Democrats punishing “those who do not adhere to the 
fiberal line as laid down by the caucus.” 


The Democrats, of course, have a right and indeed a 
responsibliity to select those committee chairmen who 
will adequately reflect the philosophy of the majority. But 
the danger in the recent quick revolution is a growing 
tyranny of the majority. 


Columnists Evans and Novak commented that the 
recent changes in committee chairmanships add up to a 
“ m ish-m ash 
cross 
between 
college 
fraternity 
politics 
and 
a 
Byzantine 
Kremlin 
power struggle, lacking any serious yardstick. Nor is this 
likely to be the end of it. In the wake of seniority, the 
caucus may well commemorate its burial every two years 
by punishing chairmen who offend the m ajority.” 


Freshmen Democrats, in short, may wish they had 
opted for renovation rather than revolution. They could 
one day be the victims of their own revolution.

Re-organization 
of State 
government, long overdue in 
Indiana, may be one step closer 
There is still a long way to go 
however, before significant 
changes are made. Richard 
Clay Bodine, who twice left the 
House of Representatives to 
seek higher state office, has 
been named to a new lgislative 
committee. He will head a group 
to study and seek ways to revise 
responsibilities 
in 
State 
government. 
During the 1972 session, I 
interviewed the Mishawaka 
attorney. He was making up his 
mind whether to seek the 
Democratic nomination 
for 
Lieutenant Governor as running 
mate with former Governor 
Matthew Welsh. He told me one 
reason he was considering the 
move was to contribute to 
reorganizatiin of the executive 
branch since he had been active 
in 
reorganization 
of 
the 
legislature. 
One proposal he advanced 
was increasing responsibilities 
of the Lieutenant Governor, a 
job he would seek. Recently I 
asked him about his current 
plans. He said: 
“We have 
distributed questionnaires to all 
agencies and divisions, seeking 
their duties and the legislative 
authority for their respon­ 
sibilities. It is still too early to 
tell anthing. However, I still 
favor increasing responsibilities 
of the Lieutenant Governor.” 
The Indiana Forum, a citizens 
group dedicated to studying and 
reporting on state government 
to encourage individual par­ 
ticipation, has made an in-depth 
study printed in a booklet: 
“Structured or Fractured.” The 
bipartisan group makes no 
recommendations. . . just 
presents the fact. 
The last major reorganization 
in Indiana took place in 1933 
under the urging of Governor 
Paul V. McNutt. All state 


agencies were grouped into 
eight departments, expanded to 
nine 
in 
1936. 
The 
move 
strengthened the power and 
authority of the governor’s 
office. 
Since that time, there have 
been minor changes , such as 
the recent revamping of the 
Department of Corrections and 
the Departm ent of Natural 
Resources, and the Department 
of Administration. 
Since 1963, some 16 states 
have completed or commenced 
overhauls of executive bran 
ches, with others having plans 
on the drawing boards. Reasons 
given are too many agencies 
reporting 
or 
responsible 
directly to the Governor; too 
many elected state officials with 
too much uncertainty about 
responsibilities and authority; 
and lack of coordination among 
officials, agencies and bran­ 
ches. 
Governor Otis R. Bowen, in 
part due to his medical training, 
has been able to delegate 
a u t h o r i t y 
su c c e ss fu l l y . 
However, he has found it 
necessary to increase the size of 
the staff in his office above that 
of any previous chief executive. 
Former Governor Edgar D 
Whitcomb 
had 
difficulty 
d e l e g a t i n g 
a u t h o r i t y . 
Frequently, his press secretary 
was informed of executive acts 
by the media representatives he 
was to brief, never permitted to 
sit in on decision making con­ 
ferences. 
Reorganization appears to 
rank high in importance to the 
state, but low in glamour or 
legislative priority. While I wish 
Bodine’s Committee luck, it is 
doubtful 
that 
anything 
meaningful 
will 
be 
ac­ 
complished. 
Bodine, 
a 
Democrat and former Speaker 
and Minority leader of the 
House, will be working with a 
Republican controlled executive

Only 6 states 
appoint the Attorney General, 
elected in 42 states. Not a 
constitutional office, it was 
appointed in Indiana and now 
elected. 
Indiana reorganization is a 
dream made distant by prac­ 
tical politics.

“Within the last few years a 
suspected link has been uncov­ 
ered 
between 
the 
type

radiation and the development, 
as many as 20 years later, of 
thyroid tumors, both benign 
and 
malignant,” 
a 
hospital 
spokesman said Wednesday. 
“In the period between 1939 
and 1953, children with tonsil, 
adenoid and thymus problems 
were sometimes 
treated by 
neck radiation. It was common, 
medically 
accepted 
practice 
used all over the country; it 
was even fashionable.” 
The decision to recall the 
childhood patients, the hospital 
spokesman said, 
was

upon the recommendation of 
the radiation safety committee 
of the hospital medical staff.

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Apostles See Good Deeds 


As A Major Part Of Faith 


BY Elisha Douglass 
Our lessons in past weeks, 
coming principally from the 
writings of the apostles, have 
stressed the Christian duties of 
worship and belief. Our lesson 
today adds 
an 
indispensible 
element — the duty to serve 
others. 
The Scripture passages we 
read today all originated in the 
early Christian Church. Peter 
was 
w riting 
from 
Rome, 
probably during or after the 
first intensive persecution of 
Christians about A. D. 67 in the 
reign of the Emperor Nero. Paul 
wrote from Macedonia to the 
church at Corinth about twenty 
years before this time, urging 
the members to raise a donation 
for the destitute Christians of 
Jerusalem. The letter of Jam es 
is of obscure origin and has 
aroused 
much 
controversy 
down to the present time. It was

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apparently unknown to the 
church members of Paul s day 
and was not included in the 
canonical 
scriptures 
until 
nearly four hundred years after 
Jesu s’s 
death. 
Who 
the 
Jam es” was who wrote it will 
never be known for certain. 
Tradition has it that 
this 
Jam es” was the brother of 
Jesus Many scholars believe 
this was actually the case, and 
that the letter was an expanded 
sermon of Jam es’s which for 
some reason did not circulate in 
the church until many years 
after his death. 
God’s People 
Peter sounds the keynote of 
our lesson by reminding the 
persecuted Christians in Rome 
that they were “a chosen race, a 
royal priesthood, a holy nation, 
God’s 
own 
people.” 
This 
exhortation harks back to the 
covenant of the Old Testament. 
Christians have now inherited 
the status and responsibility of 
the Jew s; they have been 
selected to spread the gospel. As 
a “royal priesthood” they have 
the right personally to approach 
God and interpret his will and 
announce it to the world As a 
“holy nation” they are different 


of 
gift 
the 
of 


from all other nations, set apart 
for a glorious mission. 
Evangelism was an important 
part of this mission, but service 
to fellow 
men was equally 
important. Thus Paul, in II 
Corinthians, urges the church 
m em bers 
to 
em ulate 
the 
liberality of the Christians of 
Macedonia, who despite their 
poverty gave generously for 
destitute 
C hristians 
Jerusalem . 
This 
represented on one level 
selfless 
dedication 
Macedonian Christians: “First 
they gave themselves to the 
Lord and then to us by the will of 
God.” 
Faith and Works 
James is even more direct 
than Paul in his exhortation in 
behalf of alms-giving. He makes 
it quite plain that Christian faith 
without 
charity 
is 
m ere 
hypocrisy: “My brothers, what 
use is it, if a man claims to have 
faith, and has no deeds (works) 
to show? Are you going to claim 
that his faith is able to save 
him? If a brother or sister has 
nothing to wear, and if they 
have not enough for their daily 
food, and if one of you says to 
them, ‘Go in peace! Be warmed 
and fed!’ and yet does not give 
them the essentials of bodily 
existence, what use is that? So, 
if faith too has no deeds to show, 
by itself it is dead.” 
This passage is worth quoting 
in its entirety because it states 
explicitly a great truth about 
Christianity which has often 
been ignored over the centuries 
Since the beginning 
of 
the 
Reformation 
Christians have 
fought, bled, and died — quite 
literally- o v er the question of 
whether salvation comes by 
faith or by “ w orks.” The 
followers of John Calvin and the 
American Puritans insisted that 
faith 
alone 
could 
bring 
salvation. Other P rotestants 
gave primacy to good deeds. 
The Catholic church of that 
period held that salvation came 
through the mediatory power of 
the church and by participation 
of 
the 
individual 
in 
the 
sacram ents— the latter being 
another interpretation of what 
constituted “works.” But James 
makes plain what should have 
been understood from 
the 
beginning that both faith and 


works 
are 
necessary 
for 
salvation. 
The Fulfillment of Faith 
But perhaps it would be more 
accurate to say that good deeds 
are the fulfillment of faith. We 
tend to think of faith as con 
viction of the truth of certain 
theological propositions and the 
reiteration of this conviction 
through creeds and prayer. We 
do not ordinarily consider that 
conviction and its 
liturgical 
expression is only half of faith 
The other half consists of 
altering our life patterns so that 
we live for others rather than 
for ourselves. This fulfilled faith 
then becomes love.

HISTORY and HEARSAY 


A WEEKLY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN

With all the argument going 
on these days about high taxes 
and the need for immediate tax 
relief. The mind harkens back to 
simpler times when lawmakers 
were reluctant to spend the 
tax p ay er’s money and the 
pioneer was expected to fend for 
himself and his family in seeing 
that law and order prevailed 
Legal sanction for taking the 
law into one’s own hands was 
given to the citizens under a law 
passed in 1852 which authorized 
the formation of companies “for 
the detection and apprehensions 
of horse 
thieves and other 
felons.” Such companies were 
given the rights and privileges 
of constables to arrest criminals 
and recover stolen property. 
At least one such society 
existed in Rush County. Called 
the 
Ripley 
R angers, 
this 
company was organized and its 
constitution and by-laws ap­ 
proved by the county com­ 
missioners on December 8, 1857. 
A David Marshall presided at 
the meeting of organization and 
Thomas C. Hill was clerk. Other 
names signed to this document 
of association 
were Jesse 
Henley, Amos Hill, Joseph 
Overman, Andrew J. Morely, 
Elisha B. White, Asa H. Hudson, 
Jared 
P. 
Binford, 
Henry 
Henley, Thomas W. Heniey, 
Jesse L. Phelps and John 
Reddick. According to the Rush 
County Centennial History the 
orginization was established to 
combat a ring of organized 
horse 
thieves 
who 
were 
operating out of the Moscow 
community. 
While 
there 
were 
no 
warrantees issued when men 
swapped horses, and one might 
cheat another out of his back 
teeth in a fair trade, outright 
horse stealing was a “horse of a 
different color.” A man could 
have his ears slit, be branded on 
the forehead with the 
letter 
H.T. or even have his ears cut 
off — providing angry citizens 
did not decide to lynch him first. 
Though hanging seemed to be 
the preferred treatment for the 
malady, the Ripley Rangers 
must have used other methods 
for the only recorded hanging in 
Rush County was for other 
reasons and was conducted by 
proper officials, 
not by a 
vigilante committee. Whatever 
their methods were, they are not 
known today for this was a 
secret society with each man 
sworn never to reveal anything 
which 
took 
place 
in 
any 
meeting. Whatever they did 
must have been successful for 
the History records that the 
horse thieves soon left the 
community for a newer and less 
vigilant community. 
However the system didn not 
work so well in other parts of the 
state. In some communities the 
vigilante committees became so 
powerful they actually in- 
timidanted existing law officials 
and actually entered jails to 
take out prisoners and hang 
them. Things got so out of hand 
that 
G overnor 
Ashbel 
P, 
Wallard tried to have the law 
repealed in 1859. He insisted all 
persons should be arrested by 
proper authorities and tried in a 
regular court of law. His efforts 
to get better pay for such en­ 
forcement officers was shunted 
aside. 
Thirty-eight com panies of 
Regulators in the northern part 
of the state got together and 
printed a broadside to combat 
the Governor’s efforts. It read in 
part: “If we would have good 
society, good government and 
loyal subjects we should look to 


the influences surrounding our 
young. When the arm of the law 
fails signally to rescue them 
from the powers of vampires 
and allows them to roam un­ 
m olested, devastating every 
principle of morality inculcated 
by parental teaching, there is a 
law prominently inscribed upon 
the title page of every m an’s 
declaration of rights which it 
becomes his imperative to obey 
for the safety and welfare of 
himself and his family.” 
Some of the actual hangings 
which took place in the state are 
recorded for us in a book called 
MURDER AND MOB LAW IN 
INDIANA. In 1885 the Noble 
County Invincibles hanged an 
alleged murderer at Legionier. 
About 300 men surrounded the 
accused and escorted him to his 
place of execution. They carried 
banners reading “No Expense 
to the County.” In 1867 two men 
charged with murdering an 
aged woman during an at­ 
tempted robbery were taken 
from a jail in Jackson County 
and hanged. The newspapers of 
the day said the lynchers wore 
no disguises and “did their work 
in a quiet and orderly manner.” 
Later that same year another 
mob broke 
into a 
Johnson 
County jail and hanged another 
man charged with murder and 
robbery. 
In May of 1868 daring robbers 
took money belonging to the 
Adams Express Company from 
the train that was carrying it out 
of Jeffersonville. Men accused 
of this act were later arrested in 
Cincinnati and were being sent 
back to Indiana for trial. The 
train was stopped by a vigilance 
com m ittee 
just 
outside 
Seymour, the prisoners carried 
off and hanged. In December 
this same committee broke into 
the New Albany jail, shot the 
sheriff in the arm and hanged 
four more men accused of 
robbery right there in the jail. 
In 1869 Governor Baker again 
urged the legislature to repeal 
the “Horse Thief Law” but he 
too met with failure. His at­ 
tempts to have it declared a 
felong to take prisoners from 
the authorities and hang them 
also failed. Mobs continued to 
take the law into their own 
hands. In 1871 a mob stormed 
the jail at C harleston and 
hanged three negroes accused 
of murdering a white family. As 
late as 1878 a mob hanged five 
negroes on the town square in 
Mount Vernon, Posey County. 
When cases were brought into 
court against such mobs the 
mobs simply broke into the 
Clerk’s office and destroyed 


evidence 
as 
they 
did 
in:>! 
Crawford County in 1873, or beat , 
to death those who offered to r 
testify against them. Finally ip , 
1879 one sheriff in Washington ‘ 
County called for the militia to 
help stop a lynching and 
managed to stop it. From this 
tim.; on lynching and mob law 
grew less popular and the law . 
protecting such organizations 
was finally repealed._____

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Tombstone Epitaph Killed 


By Inflation After 95 Years 


TUCSON, Ariz. (UPI) - The 
Tombstone Epitaph, the news­ 
paper that covered the gunfight 
at the O.K. Corral as a routine 
local crim e story, has itself 
been killed —by inflation. 
The 95-year-old pioneer news­ 
paper that built its reputation 
covering the likes of W yatt 
E arp, “ Doc” Holliday and the 
Clanton gang, will publish for 
the last tim e Feb. 28.

When a comapny has 
difficulty in selling its products 
it doubles its efforts. The rebate 
policy for the sale of new cars is 
a case in point. 
The church would do well to 
imitate such a sales policy. Too 
often our “pitch” has consisted 
of beautiful! buildings, good 
teachers, good preachers, and 
sitting back and saying “here 
we are. com e on in and see what 
we have to offer.” We tend to 
feel that only if people are in­ 
terested in Christianity will they 
come inside the walls to find out 
what it is all about. We aren’t 
going “out there” to tell them 
what it’s all about. 
Sorry, it doesn’t work that 
way. Our Lord knew this. The 
disciples put His principles into 
practice. If they had first 
established their churches and 
waited for sinners to come in to 
hear the preaching and attend 
classes the church would never 
have been established. First 
they went out to tell the good 
news of Christ, crucified, risen, 
returning; then they used their 
converts 
to 
establish 
new 
churches. 
They thought enough of their 
Lord to evangelize their world.
